farmers. 
The success of the democratic party 
seems to have become necessary with many 
leading people’s party leaders and to secure the 
«lefeat of the republican party these leaders In 
the people’s party and the demoerfitic party 
are ready to lay aside their principles and by 
fusion secure the offices. 
The tricksters and 
political manipulators ma«le up from both peo­ 
ple’s party and the democratic 
party had 
possession of the W ich ita convention and in 
the name of reform made a ticket to suit both 
parties. 
As to the nomination of the ex-confederate, 
Col. H arris, I can only say that while I honor 
him as a man and believe he has more ability 
and rt*al principle than the whole state ticket 
nominated by that convention, at th«» same 
time I do not believe the people of Kansas are 
prepare«! to elevate an ex-confedernto in pr«*f- 
erence to an ex-union soldier of equal ability. 
Col. H arris is an honorable man of high ch ar­ 
acter, but the nomination was mor<* to concili­ 
ate and secure democratic vot«*s than it was to 
represent the people’s party, unless, perhaps, 
it might have been ma«lo to show the south how 
much more forgiving we were in this soldier 
state of Kansas than thoy are in the states 
where the rebel flag is often exhibited to show 
lo yalty to the lost cause. 
The alliance has suffered as well as the peo­ 
ple’s party by ambitious reformers who have 
offered many w ild and extravagant schemes for 
paying d«*bts with money that was to be almost 
fre«* atnl unlimited. 
The sub-treasury and many 
co-operative plans for reorganizing the business 
of the country have brought only disappoint­ 
ment to our people and ridicule from the busi­ 
ness world. 
I believe that the intelligent, earnest, honest 
members of the alliance w ill refuse to be longer 
l»*d into political schemes to serve the purposes 
«>f place hunters in the democratic and p«*ople’s 
party. 
In closing I can only express my regret that 
so useful an organization as the allianc«* prom­ 
ised to be to the farmers of Kansas has been 
destroyed by partisan politics
